REMARKS 

Reconsideration of the application is respectfully requested for the following 
reasons: 

1. Why Necessary and Not Earlier Presented/New Issues 

Claims 2 and 9 have been amended to overcome the rejections under 35 
USC 112. The basis for the rejections was that the language of the claims was 
either confusing or inaccurate. The amendments correct these problems. They do 
not, however, change the scope of the claims, and therefore do not raise new 
issues . Instead, they are necessary to overcome the § 1 12 rejections, and were 
not earlier presented because the inaccuracies and ambiguities were not noticed 
until pointed out by the Examiner.
